Jonathan S. Paine. 


Jonathan S. Paine, one of Quincy's 
long residents, died Wednesday at the 
City Hospital aged 75 years. Mr.

Mr. Paine was an accomplished 
musician in his younger days, play- 
ing the cornet in the Quincy band and 
also in an orchestra for dancing. 

He leaves a widow, 2 son and a 
daughter, Charles E. Paine of South 
Boston and Mrs. Ida F. Humphrey, 3 
teacher at the Washington school.

In the absence of President Kin- 
caide, Councilman Walter S. Pinkham 
was elected chairman pro. tem. 

The first business on the call was 
the election of officers and Messrs. R. 
A. Sears, C. L. Hammond and N. G. 
Nickerson were made a committee to 
receive and count ballots, which re- 
sulted as follows: 


President,—Paul R. Blackmur. 

Vice President,—George H. Brown. 

Secretary,—Charles H. Burgess. 

Treasurer,—Nathan G. Nickerson. 

Directors,—H. F. McIntire and John 
F. Welch, M. D. of Ward One; J. W. 
McAnarney and H. Gerrish Smith of 
Ward Two; Henry McGrath and John 
L. Miller of Ward Three; James F, 
| Burke and William T. Shea of Ward 
; Four; A. L. Baker and Walter S. Pink- 
ham of Ward Five; Herbert S. Barker 
and Harry W. Read of Ward Six; 
Edward H. Angier, Clarence Burgin, 
and Henry L. Kincaide at large. 


While that was in progress other 
business on the call was taken up. 
The secretary read the annual report 
of the president, which reviewed the 
work of the association, and told 
what it had accomplished. 

These in brief were: the telephone 
league movement, reduction in insur- 
ance rates, efforts to defeat the miss- 
ing link trolley freight bill, changes 
in water rates, and improved street 
and steam car service. In closing he 
bespoke a bright future for the Asso- 
ciation. 

The Secretary’s report showed the 
present membership to be 142, and 
the treasurer’s report showed a bal- 
ance on hand of $430.33.

Article 11 of the by laws was 
amended, so that representatives of 
the local and Boston newspapers may 
be admitted without the payment of 
initiation fee and the payment of an- 
nual dues. 

“The advisability of the Citizens’ 
Association taking an active interest 
in the city election this fall either by 
endorsement of political candidates or 
by the placing of independent candi- 
dates in the field,” came up for dis- 
cussion. 

No one seemed to want to start the 
ball rolling, but after H. G. Smith had 
read the poem that appeared in the 
Bulletin, John L. Miller came to the 
rescue, expressing his belief that the 
association should put a ticket in the 
field. 

Others agreed with Mr. Miller, but 
as they said the trouble was, just how 
to get at it. The belief was expressed 
that if candidates were put into the 
field independent of the regular 
nominees it meant slaughter. 

E. H. Angier moved that a com- 
mittee of one from each ward be ap- 
pointed to get together to see if they 
can find a good candidate for Mayor 
to run under the auspices of the

Andrew Milne wanted to amend so 
that the directors should select a 
candidate. 


Then followed quite a lengthy dis- 
cussion. J. W. McAnarney believed 
that as soon as a committee, such as 
suggested by Mr. Angier, was ap- 
pointed, there would be great lobby- 
ing. If we run an independent candi- 
date we will be making a sacrifice 
hit. 

The chair then informed the meet- 
ing that an independent candidate 
could not be run at the caucuses, as 
none but the Republicans, the Demo- 
crats and Independence League had 
tickets. 

Finally, Mr. McAnarney proposed an 
amendment, which after many changes 
and some further discussion was 
adopted. This amendment in sub- 
stance was as follows: 

That the directors be requested to 
solicit each of the parties entitled to 
file nomination papers at the next 
municipal caucuses to place in nomi- 
nation the names of only desirable 
candidates for the offices of Mayor, 
Councilmen and School Committee; 
and the directors are authorized, if 
they deem it advisable so to do, to 
place the names of one or more candi- 
dates on each of the lists in each cau- 
cus for these offices, of men they be- 
lieve would make desirable candidates 
for the offices. 

There was another clause, which 
provided that the directors should be 
prepared to recommend to the associa- 
tion names of candidates at a later 
date if the nominations at the cau- 
cuses were not satisfactory. 

The association then voted that 
when adjournment was taken it be for 
week, and that the directors re- 
port at that meeting. Adjourned.

It promotes 
manly sports, and secures necessary 
state and national legislation. It looks 
after young athletes as against pro- 
fessional athletes, He regarded pro- 
fessional coaching as one of the worst 
phases. They generally teach to win 
at any cost. Victory is not the only 
thing to be desired but exercise, and 
development of all, not a few. The 
training table was a bad feature. 
School boys should always be in con- 
dition to enter sports. Playgrounds 
were very desirable, and should be 
used in connection with the public 
schools. Work should always be un- 
der supervision. Have the big boy 
help the little boy. Be fair, and hon- 
est, and clean. 

Mr. Maccabe was introduced as the 
man who had done as much as any 
man in the country to promote ama- 
teur athletics. Sports were never as 
prominent, he said, as today, and man 
is no older than he feels. The Ama- 
teur Athletic Association took up the 
work a few years ago of establishing 
a calendar of sports under direction. 
Today there are ten subsidiary asso- 
ciations in the country with 200,000 
members. The A. U. was interested 
in the poor boy, and also the girl.

WHAT IS AN OPEN SHOP. 


I am glad you asked that question, 
says James B. Morrow of St. Louis. 
It covers a point on which the public 
seems to need enlightenment. The 
open shop means a shop which is open 
on equal terms to every man, regard- 
less of whether he is or is not a mem- 
ber of a labor union. Can you do the 
work? is the only inquiry he has to 
answer. He may have a union card 
in his pocket, or he may have been 
expelled from a union, or he may 
have been a free man all his life. The 
employer dosn’t care one way or the 
other. The applicant’s position and 
pay in the shop depend wholly on 
the amount and equality of the work 
he is able to do. 

The doctrine of the open shop is 
based on the following principles: No 
restriction in the use of tools, machin- 
ery or materials, except those which 
are unsafe; no restraint as to output; 
no limitation in the number of ap- 
prentices and helpers when of proper 
age; no boycotts; no sympathetic 
strikes; no sacrifice of the independ- 
ent workingman to the labor union, 
and no compulsory use of the union 
label. 

Workers in Union Shops are put on 
a level, not by raising the quality and 
quantity of the work of the least 
efficient to that of the most efficient, 
but by lowering that of the most 
efficient to the level of the least effi- 
cient. In this way, as I know from 
personal experience, the average work 
done per man in union, or closed 
shops, is lower in quantity and infer- 
lor in quality to that which is done in 
open shops.—Exchange.

Coal Contract. 


On Saturday the Navy department 
awarded contracts for carrying coal 
to Rear Admiral Evans’ fleet, when 
it goes to the Pacific in December. 
Every pound of the 133,000 tons of 
fuel will be carried in foreign bot- 
toms, under foreign flags. 

All the coal will be from American 
mines, the proposals for the delivery 
of Cardiff coal having been declined. 

A fleet of 30 vessels will be re- 
quired to transport the enormous 
amount of fuel which will be con- 
sumed on the Pacific cruise, each 
ship averaging about 4,500 tons 
capacity. The cost of transportation 
will be $755,880. 


Comparison of Prices. 


Let us compare the prices of today 
by the market prices published in the 
Athol Chronicle by their grocers 25 to 
30 years ago. The comparison will 
show that at a time when laboring men 
got from $1.00 to $1.25 a day, and 
mechanics from $1.50 to $2.00 a day 
the average ‘‘cost of living’’ was full 
as higb, if not higher, than at the 
present time, while labor has advanced 
more than 50 per cent.

a derailing switch and was nearly 


and the forward trucks of the pas- 
senger coach following left the iron 
and ploughed their way through the 
gravel until they were thoroughly 
embedded. 

The train consisted of a locomo- 
tive, a day, and a combination bag- 
gage and smoker in charge of Con- 
ductor Charles L. Abeel and Engin- 
eer Jesse Gifford. It left Atlantic at 
5.36 and after passing under the 
bridge entered the tracks of the 
branch. The engineer says that the 
signals were set all right, and his 
statement is borne out by other rail- 
road men. Just after entering the 
branch tracks and when quite a 
speed had been obtained the engineer 
noticed that instead of keeping on 
the right tracks that he was on a 


siding owing to a misplaced switch.. 


He applied his emergency brakes but 
did not succeed in checking the train 
enough so that the train left the de- 
railing tracks and was ploughing its 
way through the gravel. As it went 
along it sank deeper and deeper in 
the sand and gravel until it came to 
a stop and the engine was canted 
over to one side and almost over- 
turned, 

The engineer and firemen were 
thrown together in the cab, but es- 
caped with a general shaking up. 
The passengers in the cars were 
thrown forward when the emergency 
brakes were applied, and many re- 
ceived the scare of their life. One 
woman Mrs. J. A. O’Brien of 31 Bates 
avenue, West Quincy, fainted but soon 
recovered. She was attended by Dr. 
McIntosh of East Milton. 

The passengers were taken back to 
the Atlantic station where the ex- 
press train following was flagged and 
they were sent to their destination. 
A wrecking train was soon on hand 
and work straightening out the tangle 
was begun under the direction of 
Supt. Taylor. It was after midnight, 
however, before the locomotive was 
righted and put back on the iron. 
Travel, however, was but little in- 
terrupted as the trains could use the 
main line rail. 

It is said that the man in the 
switch tower at Atlantic was to 
blame for the accident. It is claimed 
that the signal near the bridge 
showed green denoting safety but 
after passing under the bridge and 
entering the branch track the signal 
showed red, denoting danger. At 
that time it was impossible for the 
engineer to check his train. The 
tightly brakes on the train 
showed that the engineer had done 
all that was possible to prevent the 


set 


accident. The railroad officials will 
have an investigation to determine 
who was to blame for the accident. 


A Beautiful Monument. 


J. I. Miller has erected in Mount 
Wollaston cemetery a very beautiful 
monument for William S. Williams. 
It is 7 feet, 9 inches long and 5 feet 
wide at the base, and stands 6 feet 
high. 

The monument is made from dark 
Quincy granite and all polished. The 
stock is perfect and anyone seeing 
this memorial must conclude there 
is no granite equal to the Quincy, if 
the best quality is used. 

This monument is surmounted by 
the figure of “Meditation” in a sit- 
ting posture, and is sculptured from 
westerly granite, and is the first 
granite statue in our cemetery. This 
is certainly a memorial that is a 
credit to maker and owner. 


Superintendent Arrived. 


A. B. Raymond, superintendent of 
construction of Federal buildings for 
the government, arrived in Quincy Mon- 
day and will remain bere during 
the construction of the new Post Office 
building, whose construction he will 
superintend, 

Mr. Raymond informed a representa- 
tive of the Patriot, on Monday, that 
the contract for the erection of the 
building had been signed and he ex- 
pected that work would be commenced 


any day.

Granite Shipments. 


Returns from the two shipping termi- 
nals for the month of September show 
that the total amount of granite shipped 
by rail from Quincy tbat month to have 
been 14,041,907 pounds as against 13,- 
962,045 for the month of August.

9,268,600 pounds was forwarded from 
West Quincy and the Quarry railroad, 
and 4,773,307 pounds from Quincey 
Adams. This shows that the business 
is bolding its own. If the facilities 
for shipment at Quincy Adams were 
better there is no doubt but shipments 
would have beep larger.

State Election Registration. 


Althought the Registras of voters 
added a large number of names to 
the voting lists during the recent 
registrations which closed October 
sixteenth at 10 o’clock, the grand 
total of voter is 16 less than it was 
at the election in November 1906, and 
159 less than at the close of registra- 
tion for the Municipal election in 
December 1906.

It would 
be as unjust to deny the workingmen 
the right to band together, because of 


the abuses incident to such combina-| qay night and has passed into his- 


tions as to withhold the same right 
from capitalists, because they some- 
times unwarrantably seek to crush or 
absorb weaker rivals. 

God forbid that the prerogatives 
which I am maintaining for the work- 
ing classes should be construed as im- 
plying the slightest invasion of the 
rights and autonomy of employers. 
There should not, and need not, be 
any conflict between capital and labor, 
since both are necessary for the pub- 
lic good, and the one depends on the 
co-operation of the other. A con- 
test between the employer and the 
employed is as unreasonable and as 
hurtful to the social body as a war 
between the head and hands would be 
to the physical body. 

Whoever strives to improve the 
friendly relations between the  pro- 
prietors and the labor unions, by sug- 
gesting the most effectual means of 
diminishing and even removing the 
causes of discontent, is a benefactor 
to the community. With this sole end 
in view I venture to touch this most 
delicate subject, and if 
contribute to some small measure to 
Strengthen the bond of union between 
the enterprising men of capital and 
the sons of toil, I shall be amply re- 
warded. 

But if labor organizations have 
rights to be vindicated and grievances 
to be redressed, it is manifest that 
they have also sacred obligations to 
be fulfilled and dangers to guard 
against. As these societies are com- 
posed of members very formidable in 
numbers, varied in character, tem- 
perament and nationality, they are,in 
the nature of things, more unwieldly 
more difficult to manage, more liable 
to disintegration than corporations of 
capitalists, and they have need of 
leaders possessed of great firmness, 
tact and superior executive ability, 
who will honestly aim at consulting 
the welfare of the society they repre- 
sent, without infringing on the rights 
of their employers.

No man or 
combination of men should have the 
power to prevent him from following 
his vocation even by intimidation, for 
he may have not only himself but a 
wife and children for whom to pro- 
vide. It is my opinion that the honest 
laborer who is willing to do work 
which is proper and in no way con- 
flicts with the interests of the com- 
munity, should be given the oppor- 
tunity to perform it, and to have the 
same protection from the authorities 
which is extended to any peaceful 
citizens, no matter how powerful or 
influential may be the person or so- 
ciety which opposes him. 

I take for granted that all unions 
and other societies of American la- 
boring men are disposed to array 
themselves on the side of peace and 
order and are as strongly opposed to 
violations of the law as other citi-

Gov. Guild’s vote in Quincy was 360 
less than last year, but his plurality 
is a record breaker. It is 1,151 over 
Whitney the Democratic candidate, 
and 781 over Hisgen, the candidate 


| of the Independence League. 


The total vote of the city was much 
smaller than for several years, only 
3,690; over 500 less than last year. 

Lieutenant Governor Draper fell 
only 39 behind Governor Guild, and 
he led Schofield by 1,135, and Brown 
by 649. 

The other Republican candidates on 
the State ticket received between 
1,800 and 2,000 votes. 

The largest vote was given to Dis- 
trict Attorney Grover, who had no 
rivals; to Sheriff Capen, who had both 
the Republican and Democratic nomi- 
nations; to Senator Jenney and to 
Silas A. Stone the new candidate for 
County Commissioner.

county in the Legislature will repre- 
sent the Sixtb district in Quincy. 
Councilman R. P. Coombs of the At- 
lantic ward defeated Councilman W. S 
Pinkbam of the Wollaston ward by 22 
votes. Mr. Pinkham carried bis own 
ward by the handsome plurality of 472, 
but Mr. Coombs went out of Atlantic 
with a plurality of 181, and in the 
Democratic stronghold of West Quincy 
added 313 making 494. The total vote 
was: Coombs, S97; Pinkham, 875; How- 
ard, 70; and only 74 blanks. 

In the other district Representative 
Hultman proved a strong candidate 
who is in line for bigher honors, He 
was the leading candidate in every une 
of the six precincts, aud his total is 
936 to 392 for W. J. Sullivan, the 
Democratic candidate, 204 for James E. 
Corprew, the Wage Earners’ candidate, 
and 113 for C. W. Hanscom, the Social- 
ist. 

Councilman Rednor P. Coombs who 
will represent the sixth Norfolk dis- 
trict in theeLegislature of 1908 is well 
and favorably known in Atlantic, 
where he has resided for many years. 
Born in Illseboro, Me., June 27, 1873, 
he came to Quincy at the age of 7 
years, locating in Atlantic where he 
has since resided. 

He attended the public schools of 
Quiney and the High school. After 
completing his education he entered 
the employ of his father who was 
carrying on the wholesale provision 
business. This line of work he has 
since followed, at present being a 
salesman for a well known whole- 
sale packing firm in Quincy and 
vicinity. 

His first appearance in public life 
was in 1906 when he was elected to 
the City Council of 1907, on the 
Democratic ticket, from what has 
been considered a Republican ward. 
During the Council of 1907 he served 
on the standing committees of Sewers 
and Water Supply also Health and 
State Aid. 

He has a pleasing personality and 
the very flattering vote he received 
in his home ward at Tuesday's elec- 
tion speaks volumes for his populari- 
ty. He is an active member of Quincy 
lodge of Elks. 


Jenney Elected. 


Senator Jenney of Hyde Park, the 
Republican candidate for reelection 
has every reason to be proud of his 
handsome endorsement. In a smaller 
vote his total is only 873 less than last 
year. 

His plurality is over 3400, his vote 
being more than double that given his 
rival, Peter E. Sullivan of Weymoutb.

ton woman said how much better it 
would be to educate and train peo- 
ple to keep away from the edge. 

This illustrated the better idea of 

charity work which should be con- 
| structive and preventive, the build- 
ting up of the health forces within 
lithe community preventing poverty, 
instead of giving always material 
aid, represented by coal and groceries. 
This was analogous to the drugs 
given by a physician in times of se- 
vere illness. The better idea of mod- 
ern medical treatment being to keep 
drugs away and give the healing 
forces of the body a chance to work. 

The charitable forces at work in 
any community to be reckoned,—first 
the large number of individuals who 
might and would do much more if 
they only knew how,.. second, © ths 
charity organizations who might and 
could do much more if they would 
sympathetically and intelligently 
work together; third, the public aid, 
relief given by the city which 
should cooperate with the private 
charity organizations, and fourth the 
aid given by the poor to each other 
which expresses the neighborliness 
of the community. To improve the 
condition of the poor there is great 
need of organization and the four 
pillars necessary to support the j o'clock today.

November 9 the railroad com- 
missioners issued the following de- 
cision in favor of the petition of the 
Old Colony street railway company 
for authority to act as a common car- 


cy: 

“Chapter 402, of the acts of 1907, 
under which this proceeding is brought 
was enacted for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the general public interests 
against local indifference or preju- 
dice. 

In this instance the city council of 
Quincy has denied the street railway 
company the right to do an express 
and freight business upon a_ line 
which passes for a short distance 
over the state highway in a part of 
that city that is not occupied for 
either residential or business  pur- 
poses. 

No suggestion is made that the ex- 
ercise of such a privilege would in 
any way affect individual or public 
interests, and it is plain that the right 
to carry baggage and freight over this 
line would be of decided benefit to 
the people of other cities and towns. 

The company is ready to submit to 
all proper regulations and restrictions 
and it is diffienlt to conceive of a 
more extreme case of local indiffer- 
ence to the geneal interests of neigh- 
boring communities. 

The board is of opinion that public 
necessity and convenience require the 
granting of the petition and there- 
fore requires the Old Colony street 
railway company to act as a common 
carrier of baggage, ex- 
press matter and freight upon that 
line of railway which extends from 
the boundary line between Randolph 
and Quincy along Randolph avenue 
to the boundary line between Milton 
and Quincy, to the extent of receiv- 
ing, carrying, and delivering such 
baggage and freight as described

Nacherio became unconscious and 
while in this condition the assailant 
nearly tore all of his clothing off 
in search for money. He got be- 
tween $2 and $3, and disappeared. 

Mr. Nacherio’s boy helper, who 
came out about the time the man 
was taking his departure, says that 
he recdgnized the man as_ being 
Francisco Bianchi. Bianchi is de- 
seribed as being 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
smocth face, heavy lip, light 
curly hair. He wore a new black 
suit.

—When the history of the present 
financial crisis is written it is proba- 
ble that nothing will stand out in a 
clearer light, as the predominant 
factor in preventing widespread ruin 
and disaster, than the masterly man- 
ner in which the bankers of the coun- 
try led by Mr. Morgan, co-operated to 
restore confidence and enable bank- 
ing institutions which were threatened 
with ruin to keep their doors open. 
Such co-operation would not have 
been possible twenty years ago, but 
today it is an accomplished and wel- 
come fact. It seems to be the opinion 
in many quarters that progress is 
being made rather too swiftly towards 
a normal economic level. Many fac- 
tories have already been closed; 
wheat and corn have declined; every 
railroad is retrenching and new enter- 
prises are out of the question. Thus 
far wages have not suffered in many 
instances, but labor cannot escape the 
trying ordeal of liquidation —Banker 
and Tradesman. 


—Wool which never saw the back 
of a sheep is being largely utilized oa 
the Continent for making men’s suits. 
It is known by the name of lime- 
stone wool, and is made in an electric 
furnace. Powdered limestone, mixed 
with a certain chemical, is thrown in- 
to the furnace, and after passing 
under a furious blast of air is tossed} 
out as fluffy, white wool. After com- 
ing from the furnace the wool is 
dyed and finally made into lengths of 
cloth. A pair of trousers or a coat 
made from this material cannot be 
burned or damaged by grease, and 
is as flexible as cloth made from 
sheep's wool.—Milford Gazette.

The Fin- 
nish Workingmen’s Club and_ the 
Finnish Socialist club were repre- 
sented by 400 or more men and wo- 
men, who marched in threes. The 
young women predominated. 

But for the banner in English,| 
many would not have known what 
the demonstration was for, but this 
read: “For the Celebration of Fin- 
land's Prohibition Law of Liquor, 
Nov. 1 1907.” 

The societies assembled at the 
Finnish hall on Arthur street, and 
marched via Buckley, Copeland and 
Granite streets to City Square. 
There selections were given by the 
band, and a mass meeting held. 

Mr. A. Kalliokoski of Fitchburg, 
editor of Sade, the Finnish paper, was 
the first speaker. He mounted the 
granite fountain, and spoke briefly 
in the Finnish language on the im- 
portance of prohibition in Finland. 

He was followed by Theo Curtis, 
who spoke in English, and might 
have been speaking today had he not 
been interrupted. He was moderate 
at first when he spoke relative to 
probibition, but when he took up 
Socialism he made utterances which 
in these feverish financial times were 
best unsaid. 

Prohibition he said was a_ prin- 
ciple-and cause in which all coun- 
tries and languages were interested. 
It was the cause of no languhge, 
no country, no sex, no nationality but 
of the people of the world. Prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of 
liquors in Finland meant much to 
that country and its people. It is 
not well to have here the free sale 
of liquor. Some of the success of 
the measure was due to the fact that 


there were women and Socialists in 
parliament. 

It was well, he said, for the 
Socialists and temperance people 
working together could accomplish 
much. From that point, however, 
his address related to Socialism. 


Only nine-tenths of the workingmen 
were in the trade unions, he said, 
while Socialism for all. He 
spoke of conditions of the peasants 
abroad with some references to what 
might happen in this land of pros- 
perity. Answering the question who 
are the foreigners he said they were 
the millionaires; those who are roll- 
ing up millions at the expense of the

THANKSGIVING DAYS. 


The first recorded public thanksgiv- 
ing in America was Feb. 22. 1631. 

The days appointed during the Con- 
tinental War were Thursday, July 20 
1775; Friday, May 17, 1776; Dec. 11 
1776; Wednesday, April 1778, 
Thursday, May 6, 1779; Wednesday 
April 6, 1780; Thursday, May 3, 1781; 
Thursday, April 25, 1782. 

Washington issued a proclamation 
for a general thanksgiving by the 
Continental army on Thursday, Dec 
18, 1777, and again at Valley Forge 
May 7, 1778. As President, Washing 
ton appcinted Thursday, November 26 
1789, a day for general thanksgiving 
throughout the union; also Thursday, 
Feb. 19, 1795. 

In New England, especially; a day 
of thanksgiving has been annually cel- 
ebrated for a century or more, and 
mede the occasion for family reunions. 
The custom gradually extended to 
other states and for several vears the 
President of the United States has is- 
sued a proclamation for a day of pub 
lic tbanksgiviog throughout the 
Union—usually the last Thursday 
in November — and the state ex- 
ecutives have chosen the same day, 
so that the custom is now general in 
a day of public thanksgiving through- 
all parts of the republic. Thanks- 
giving day is now a legal holiday.

The Altamaba, the fifth of a fieet of 
steamships built by the Fore River Ship 
Building Co. for the Bruns wick, Ga., | 
line was successfully lacnched on 
Tuesday, at 2.52 o’cluck. There was 
bo public ceremony. It was how- 
ever witnessed by a number of oflicials 
of the Brunswick and Fore Kiver com- 
panies. The sponsor for the Altamaba 
was Miss Caroline Pearl Godfrey, Elm 
Street, Braintree, daugbter of William 
H. Godfrey, foreman of the Ship- 
wright’s department, 

The town of Braintree has bad the} 
honor of furnishing two of the sponsors 
for vessels of this fleet, Miss Lucy 
C. Hollis having christened the Ossabaw 
which was launched Dec. 27, 1906. 

The first of this fleet to be put over- 
board was tbe Satilla, which was 
launched Aug. 21, 1906. Ttere was a 
large gathering of people at this launch 
and she was given her name by Mrs, C. 
F. Aeyer of Boston. 

Miss Mary P. Atkinson of Atlan‘a, 
Ga., daughter of President Atkinson, 
was to have christened the Satilla, but 
she missed connections in coming from 
Canada and did not arrive on time. 

The second of the fleet the Ogeeche 
was launched Nov. 1906, and was 
christened by Mrs. ©. F. Dimond, wife 
of the vice president of the company. 

Then came the Ossabaw launched Dec. 
1906, and christened by Miss Lucy 
C. Hollis of Braintree, and on Jan. 29, 
1907 the Ocmulgee christened by Miss 
A. M. Hill of New York. 

The Altamaha launched Tuesday is the 
last of the fleet. Onthe launching stand 
erected about the bow of the vessel 
there was quite a parly of officials who 
came from Boston forthe launch, and 
left immediately after it was over. 

Work knocking out the shores and 
blocks was commenced soon after 2 
o’clock and at 2.30 everything was in 
readiness, President had his 
eye on the workmen beneath the launch- 
ing stand and when all was ready gave 
the signal to saw away the soul pieces. 

As the vessel started on her trip down 
the ways for her maiden dip be sbouted 
to Miss Godfrey to strike. The next 
minute she bad struck the steel bow a| 
stunning blow with a bottle of wine, 
which was encased in a wire mesh to 
prevent the glass from flying. As the 
spatklipg liquid ran the bow, 
Miss Godfrey said ‘‘I thee, 
Altamaha."’

Principal Assessor Charles H. 
Johnson gave his lecture on “His- 
toric Quincy, Past and Present,” Sat- 
urday evening at Colonial hall under 
the auspices of the Board of Trade.

Extra Help Laid Off. 


Editor Quincy Patriot: 


The navy department estimates that 
8,400 mechanics will be laid off in 
the various navy yards along the 
Atlantic coast after the Atlantic fleet 
makes its departure for the Pacific 
in December. 


Approximately 16,000 mechanics are 
employed in putting the battleships 
in proper condition to enable them to 
withstand the long cruise and other 
contingencies incidental thereto. New 
York and Washington employ about 
4,000 men each, Boston and 
Island about 2,000 each, 
3,000, and Portsmouth, N. 
1,000. 

It must be remembered however, 
that these eight thousand men are not 
of the regular force at the various 
navy yards, some newspapers 
would have us believe, but are on the 
contrary mostly extra hands who were 
hired on temporarily to do the emer- 
gency work incidental to the Pacific 
cruise, and for the most part these 
men six months ago were at work 
in and left the employ of the differ- 
ent shipyards along the coast.

With 
out saying just what the motor is, it 


may be said that it has been brought 


down in weight to 4 pounds to thé 
horsepower for the larger sixes It 
is the most powerful motor of it 
weight that the Department has been 
able to find in this country and 
several of them have been ordere: 
for the several airships that will 
soon be under construction. A ship 
built by the private firm that manu 


factures the motor was tried out the 


other day in the presence of som: 
representatives of the war de t 
ment. It was something of a «dé 
parture in the line of dirigible ba 
loons. It used the gas bag to lift 
the bulk of the weight of the ship 
but was slightly heavier than ai 
when fully loaded and depended on 
the thrust of its propellers for part 
of its bouyancy as well as for its 
driving power. It made an ascent 
of several hours’ duration; attained 
an altitude of 1,800 feet and made 
in still air, a speed of 30 mile l 
hour. ‘The trial was very satisfac 
tory and a number of feat 
will be incorporated in balloon 
that the Department preparing to 
build.

Court. Meantime the Trust is free 
to ship its goods abroad, giving bond 
to cover the amount if any more ot 
them should be seized.

With more cheers the procession 
started again headed by a battalioa 
cf broom carriers. Behind them 
came Mr Shea with Ben Johnson at 
his right hand and E. L. Bean on 
his left. 

Passing into Chestnut street the 
line proceeded by City Hall once 
more, countermarching at the foun- 
tain and then repassing City Hall. 

All this time the crowd kept cheer- 
ing and adding to its ranks, while 
the sidewalks were packed thick 
with people. The band was playing 
all the time but was completely 
drowned out by the shouts and 
cneering. 

The procession went to South 
Quincey and thence to West Quincy. 
Mi. Shea's entry into his own ward 
was a most triumphant one. It 
seemed as though everybody was on 
the street to add their voice in the 
welcome and congratulations.

—The Omaha shops of the Union 
Pacific Railroad bas just turned out a 
new style of all steel fire proof car that 
went into service last week. Its round 
roof and ends, side doors and circular 
windows give it an appearance entirely 
different from the usual wooden coach. 
On a foundation of massive 12 inch side 
beams the ribs of the car of three inch 
channel iron extend continuously from 
side to side in the form of an inverted 
letter M. This car will not burn, and 
it is claimed to be collision proof, not 
too heavy for economical operation, 
and is a big advance in car building in 
way of safety and convenience. 


—There is some evidence that the 
doliar is about to become worth 100 
cents again. Provisions are already 
somewhat cheaper and will go lower. 
Beef recently went down 10 per cent., 
pork bas dropped $3 a barrel, building 
material is lower and textiles have 
stopped advancing, while all metals 
have fallen from the inflated prices of a 
year ago.—Banker and Tradesman. 


—The scheme has been suggested for 
the post office department to allow early 
mailing of Christmas packages, the 
same to be held, if so marked, at the} 
receiving office until the desired date, 
then delivered.

President Sidelinger was kept at 
home by the grip and Vice President 
Delcevare King acted as chairman, 
and he did it in vigorous style. He 
emphasized at the start that it was 
not a temperance rally but for No- 
License, a cause in which temper- 
ance people and drinkers’ might 
unite. By hard work the No 
majority was going up each year. 
Last year there were altogether toc 
many “Stay-aways,” as only 70 per 
cent of the voters went to the polls. 
Frank E. Parlin, the Superinten- 
dent of Schools, was the next 
speaker. He said he would take the 
role of an animated interrogation 
point, and his questions were truly 
more difficult to answer in the af- 
firmative than those propounded by 
the school committeemen before the 
days of superintendents. If license 
would be an advantage we should 
vote yes, but if a disadvantage vote 
NO.

Representative Luce was _ intro- 
duced as a pillar of strength for all 
moral issues before the Legisla- 
ture. His address was a vigorous 
and convincing one, and practically 
the same as at the Wollaston rally, 
reported elswhere. He emphasized 
the fact that the pony express law 
did not extend privileges but cur- 
tailed them. That formerly all ex- 
pressmen could cart liquor, but sub- 
urban cities asked power to control

At Wollaston. 


Avery largely attended No- 
License rally was held Sunday even- 
ing at the Wollaston Methodist 
church. J. A. Sedgwick presided 
and the meeting opened with the 
singing of a hymn, during which the 
boys choir marched in. This was 
followed by prayer by Rev. Dr. 
Heath, the pastor. 


The first speaker was Representa- 
tive Robert Luce. Mr. Luce said 
coming to Quincy to talk temperance 
was like bringing coals to New 
Castle. We come here to learn 
rather than talk. He did not believe 
it possible to make men good by 
laws. In the matter of liquor it was 
foolish for the Legislature to go 
very far ahead of the relief of com- 
munities. We therefore look to 
localities to take the first step. 

It was a duty not only to make 
Quincy clean but a duty to help 
other communities. It is your duty 
to cooperate with all cities of the 
suburbs of Boston to help our great 
eity. We in the Legislature are 
anxious to do our part toward the 
suppression of support of no-license. 
We want to make it possible for 
every suburb to have the same 
privilege of local option that you 
have. We are fighting for district 
option and we want your moral sup- 
port in this step. 

The State receives from licenses 
$860,000 a year and pays out two 
and one half millions for penal in- 
stitutions, hospitals and paupers, 
largely because of the sale of liquor.

He then spoke of the Pony express 
law and said there was no tendancy 
to extend the license law but to 
make it more stringent. He con- 
gratulated Quincy on keeping on in 
the movement. All countries are 
alive to this question. We want to 
keep alive the interest in this sub- 
ject. This country will never have 
complete success until it has added 
temperance to its other achieve- 
ments. 

The boys choir then sang “Where 
is my wandering boy tonight” and 
the next speaker introduced was 
George H. Brown. Mr. Brown said 
we should use every possible effort 
to get a large no majority. He 
hoped every man would go to the 
polls and vote No. The moral 
effect of a large vote was of very 
great value. 

Richard D. Chase wondered why 
the opponents to No-License did not 
hold meetings. He would like to 
go to one and see what it would be 
like. He did not believe they would 
open the meeting with prayer and 
singing. For 25 years we have had 
No-Licerse but we are still grinding 
at the same old mill. He then spoke 
of Quincy under license and the 
degrading things in the way of 
saloons. Public sentiment must be 
created and maintained. 

John L. Miller spoke of the help- 
fulness of these meetings as we 
learn to all lift together. Also of 
the olden times in Quincy under 
license and contrasted them with 
the condition today. He spoke of 
the large foreign element in South 
and West Quincy and to open the 
dram shop to them would mean 
wasteful conditions. He referred 
to a recent trip through the South 
and West and of a no license move- 


ment there. 


At South Quincey. 
The No-License rally Sunday 
afternoon at Hibernian hall, South 


Quincy was largely attended. Alex- 
ander Clark presided, and the ex- 
ercises opened with a solo by Mrs. 
R. M. Grant with Mrs. T. Duff as 
accompanist. 

Rey. A. M. Thompson was _ the 
first speaker. He was pleased when 
he came to Quincy to find it a pro- 
hibition city. He then spoke of the 
use of the ballot which had won 
greater victories than on the battle 
field. He urged the citizens to use 
the ballot and vote for No-License. 
Another important question was the 
12 saloons on wheels. They were 
too many. Prohibition in Quincy 
was only probibition in name until 
you prevent bringing liquor from 
Boston. 

John L. Miller spoke of the great 
advance in Quincy under No-License. 
and then told of the work for pro- 
hibition in southern cities he had 
recently visited. Speaking of li- 
censing grogeries on wheels, he said 
the man who voted for these 12 
permits would not get Miller's vote. 
Liquor could be secured of an ex- 
pressman fifteen minutes after 
ing ordered. 

John R. Richards spoke of the re- 
sult of license in Barre, Vt., and 
how the business men there had 
been handicapped. Quincy had 
built up rapidly under No-License. 

Councilman Hull said if Mr. Mil- 
ler would furnish him the name of 
the expressman he referred to, that 
he would introduce an order Monday 
night to revoke his license. 

Walter E. Piper, candidate for 
Mayor, and Robert E. Foy candidate 
for Councilman at-large who were

in the audience, were also called 
upon. 
Mr. Piper said he was glad to 


state his position. He had always 
voted “No,” and always would. We 
can not make the No vote too large. 
We should not stop. there, but 
should enforce the laws. People 
who know of violations of the law 
should notify the proper authorities. 

Mr. Foy said it would be a great 
calamity to Quincy to have license. 
The law should be enforced. 

Ex-Councilman John L. Johnson 
was the last speaker. We should 
not be slow in showing our disap- 
proval of the liquor traffic, and 
should use our influence to guide 
the young men. Intemperance was 
the greatest evil of the day. Alco- 
hol was not made by God but by the 
vices of the devil. He urged his 
hearers to vote only for men fit to 
govern the city. 

At Atlantic. 


The No-License rally held Sunday 
evening in Atlantic Music hall under 
the auspices of the Citizens’ No- 
License League was one of the best 
ever held in Atlantic. The hall was 
decidedly well filled and the rally in 
all respects was enjoyable and pro- 
fitable. It was opened by prayer by 
the Rev. Henry A. Coolidge of Mem- 
orial church and followed by an ad- 
dress by the vice president of the 
League, William F. Cummings. 

Mr. Cummings brought to notice 
the small parts of responsibility as- 
sumed by Ward Six and urged that 
more men should help do their share 
of the work. Ward Six had largest 
number of stay-aways in the city. 
In the year 1906 one out of every 
four voters stayed away from the 
polls. 

The principal speaker of the even- 
ing was Edward Southworth of 
Quincy. He was exceedingly inter- 
esting and addressed most of his re- 
marks to the boys who formed a 
large part of the audience. He re- 
lated personal and pathetic incidents 
of sufferings in the homes of pupils 
whom he had visited. For example 
of the power of drink he brought 
up the fate of Cuneo, the great Irish 
temperance orator who having faint- 
ed at the close of a lecture was given 
a taste of spirits to revive him.

Gravy for Roast Beef. To make 
it in the pan, pour off nearly all 
the fat. Put the pan on the stove 
and add dry flour until the fat is all 
absorbed. Then add hot water or 
hot stock, and stir as it thickens. 
Cook five to eight minutes, season 
and strain. 


Cream Sponge Cake. One cupful 
of white sugar, one cupful of flour, 
one-half cupful of cream, two eggs, 
one teaspoonful of cream of tartar. 
one-half teaspoonful of soda; flavor 
with lemon. 


Salted Almonds. Shell large nuts 
putintoabowl and cover the kernels 
with boiling water. Let them stand 
four or five minutes, pour off the 
hot water and replace with cold, 
then rub off the skins between 
thumb and finger. Shake in a col- 
lander until dry. Then put into a 
bowl, allowing to each cup of nuts 
a tablespoonful of olive oil or melted 
butter, preference given to the oil. 
Stir weil together and sprinkle with 
salt, a tablespoonful to a cup of 
nuts. At the end of the hour, put 
into a bright tin baking dish and set 
in a moderate oven for about fifteen 
minutes, shaking and stirring until 
an even glossy brown. 


Vegetable Soups. Cut into cubes 
enough white turnip to make a pint, 
enough potatoes to make a_ pint, 
enough carrots to make a half pint. 
Cut also a half pint of the white part 
of leaves ,one large onion, one clove 
of garlic ard one eshalot. Cook the 
onions slowly with three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter for half an hour, then 
add two quarts of boiling water, 
and the carrots and cook an hour 


longer. At the end of this time add 
the turnips, potatoes, and prepared 
seasoning together with a _ table- 
spoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
sugar and pepper to taste. Cook an 
hour longer and when ready to 
serve, add a teaspoonful of minced 


parsley. 


New Bill of Prices. 


The agreement between the Quin- 
cy Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the Granite Cutters’ Union 
expires next March. Under the 
present agreement notice of any de- 
sired changes, in the agreement by 
either side must be given Dec, 1. 

Both Associations have given 
notice of changes desired, although 
both sides will not give out the full 
text of either demand. 

Mr. Russell of the Cutters’ Union 
when seen, said that the only things 
asked by the Union was better work- 
ing conditions, and in regard to the 
cmployment of uon-union men. 


They also asked for a slight increase 
in the price paid for piece work, but 
no change in the price for other work. 

He, however, would not give out the 
full text of the cutters or manufactures 
demand. 

Jobn L. Miller, president of the man- 
ufacturers’ Association when seen said 
that the cutters had asked for an in- 
crease from 37 1-2 cents per hour for 
day men, to 40 1-2 cents per hour, 
and an increase of 7 | 2 per centin the 
piece bill. 

That they also asked for some 
changes in the agreement in regard to 
the employment of non-union men, the 
object being to give the union more 
control. 

When asked what the Manufacturers’ 
Association demanded, Mr. Miller said 
that they had asked fora reduction of 
5 per cent. in the piece bill. 

The Manufacturers also asked that 
the 37 1 2 cents per hour should be an 
average wage instead of a minimum 
wage, as it was now considered to be 
by the Cutters. They alsu asked for 
some minor changes in the agreement.

There seems no other way 
but to carry Saville street over the 
railroad, and the same plan will 
probably be adopted at Water street, 
although it would be feasible to have 
Water street go under the railroad.

five to ten feet so that the overhead 
bridge will not obstruct travel as at 
present.

In reply to questions, Mr. Rice 
said that it would enable the School 
Committee to expend more money in 
the classical department of the High 
school. He believed that the fund 
could be used to educate girls as well 
ar boys. While it had been believed 
that the money was for the education 
of boys there was nothing in the deed 
ot gift that specified boys alone. 

The Supervisors have to say as to 
the investment of the fund, but 
nothing to do with the management 
cf the Academy. He could not state 
what the value of the real estate was. 
As for the other funds left the Acad- 
emy it would be a matter to ask the 
denors to permit it to be used for the 
benefit of the classical course at the 
High school. 

Mr. Sullivan of Mr. Blackmur’s 
office read at length from a brief pre- 
pared after research. He gave a his- 
tory of the fund from its creation in 
1§22 up to the present time and what 
the Supervisors were authorized to 
do with the fund. It was no longer 
possible to carry out the deed of 
gift. He then quoted from a decision 
of a case parallel to this in Fairhaven 
which would seem to lead to the opin- 
icn that the supreme court would 
permit the income of the fund to be 
use for a classical course at the 
I.igh school. The deed of gift said 
for the posterity of the inhabitants of 
Quincy. Charles F. Adams would ap- 
rrove of the conSolidation. 

In reply to a question Mr. Sullivan 
said that he did not think the cost of 
petitioning the supreme court would 
Le large. 

Dr. N. S. Hunting, chairman of the 
School Board, said that the merger 
wculd be acceptable to his board. It 
eculd be used as intended in establ- 
ishing a John Adams classical course 
at the High school. It would enabl- 
them to make a first class department 
at the High. The idea was to supple- 
ment the present classical course for 
an enlarged classical course. Iz 
would diminish the expense of the 
schools some. The present cost per 
pupil at the High school was irom 
$38 to $34 per year. 

It would cost $1300 to educate forty 
boys at the High school. The fund 
would enable them to give as good a 
course as at the Academy. 

R. F. Claflin appeared 
Citizens’ Association to favor the 
merger. The plain fact is, are we go- 
ing to let this property go to waste 
cr use it. If we get certain funds 
for the High school why is it not as 
the donor wished. We want to give 
+ classical course and give it the 
name of “John Adams.” When that 
is done about all has been accom- 
plished. 

J. W. MecAnarney said that it 
seemed the best that could be said 
that the fund was furnishing a 
special advantage to a few for a 
classical education. Is there any rea- 
scn why the fund cannot be used to 
give all of our boys a classical educa- 
tion? The fund can not grow suffi- 
cient in 25 years, why not put it into 
that channel where it will give all the 
Leys equal opportunities? 

If the fund is for the advantage to 
the children of Quincy is there any 
reason why the children of this gen- 
eration should not have the benefit 
of it? If Quincy ever stood in need 
of a fund like this, this is the time. 
You are doing them an injury keep- 
ing it away from them. 

Mr. McAnarney answered some 
questions and the hearing closed the 
matter was laid on the table. 

Later Councilman Hobbs offered an 
order that the Supervisors be author- 
ized to petition the Supreme court 
for an interpretation of the deed of 
gift.

The Eliot Lecture. 


Notwithstanding the announce- 
ment in the Ledger of December 11, 
that there would be no charge for 
admission to the meeting to be 
addressed by President Eliot on the 
subject of “Government by a few 
Selectmen,” which is to be held in 
Music Hall, Quincy, January 22, 
there seems to be some misunder- 
standing on the part of our citizens. 

As was stated in this issue, tick- 
ets may be obtained by applying 
to E. H. Angier, secretary of Com- 
mittee, Old Colony venue, Wollas- 
ton. There will be no charge for 
these tickets, and anyone is en- 
titled to apply for same. A two- 
cent stamped self-addressed en- 
velope must, however, accompany 
all applications, 
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Citizens’ Association. 


Grade crossings, Brockton canal, 
homes for the wage earners, the Eliot 
meeting and a variety of subjects were 
before the Citizens’ Association at a 
special meeting Monday evening, and it 
was nearly ten o’clock before an ad journ- 
ment was reached. Vice President 
Browo was in the chair and Emery L. 
Crane was secretary pro ten. 

P. R. Blackmur for the committee to 
see the N. Y. N. H., & H. KR. R. on 
complaints, reported success, having 
been informed that a baggage master 
would always be on duty at the Quiovy 
depot, thatthe ticket office and tele- 
grapb office would be open during busi- 
ess hours, ptving would b: done and 
that the sparrows would be ousted, 

E. H. Angier for the committee 
on Eliot meeting reported that there 
was already a demand for tickets. 

At the request of President Eliot 
a brief had been prepared by the 
committee setting forth some of the 
faults with the present city govern- 
ment of Quincy which was read. 
The faults were s3ummarized as 
follows: first insufficiert income; 
second, incompetent officials; and 
third, lack of public spirit. They 
thought too much was ¢xpected of 
a Commissioner of Public Works 
under the City Charter and that 
Councilmen elected from wards 
failed comprehend the needs of 
the city as a whole, working mainly 
for their wards. 

Some exceptions were taken tothe 
brief relative to valuation, ete., but 
as the document had been forwarded 
to President Eliot action 
taken. 

A question which has bothered the 
Eliot committee whether women 
should be admitted to the meeting, 
and where. It was finally voted 
that they be allowed “to sit on the 
floor” if the committee thought ex- 
pedient. 

H. G. Smith, general manager of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, again emphasized the need of 
homes for wage earners. 

It was voted that the President 
appoint a committee of five, to in- 
vestigate, and these gentlemen were 
appointed: Clarence Burgin. J. A. 
Sedgwick, R. D. Chase, H. F. Me- 
Intire and H. T. Whitman. 

P. R. Blackmur emphasized the 
importance of the city being pre- 
pared to say what it wanted at the 
grade crossing hearing before’ the 
newly appointed commission on 
Jan. 18. The railroad would have 
plans which would be “railroad 
plans” with little regard to the 
wishes of the city. The corpora- 
tion will recommend the 
closing of streets, new locations, 
ete., resulting in depreciation of 
property. A good example of what 
can be done was shown at Hyde 
Park where the citizens arose en 
masse, and substituted for the rail- 
road plans somethinsy ‘vhich was 
beautiful and artistic. He thought 
the gentlemen who composed the 
commission were fair-minded. 

H. T. Whitman would also arouse 
the city and the citizens to the im- 
portance of holding up their end. 
He knew that the propused plans 
both for Saville street and Water 
street would not be satisfactory to 
the people. Ile favored a com- 
mittee. 

H. G. Smith and Clarence Burgin 
also spoke on the importance’ of 
doing a good job. 

Referred to joint committee 
Transportation and Highways. 

Also voted to notify all members 
by postal of the hear'ng. 

Frank F. Crane, the delegate of 
the Citizens’ Associziion, the Board 
of Trade and the city to the Nation- 
al Rivers and Harbors Congress con- 
vention at Washington reported at 
length. He said it was uttended by 
2000 men representing 36 states and 
was of vital importunce 
chusetts and Quincy. 

Mr. Crane quoted from the pro- 
gram showing the prominence of the 
men interested. The Congress was 
instituted two years ago and was 
for the purpose of putting the need- 
ed improvements on a business basis 
rather than in a “pork barrel” which 
was in disrepute. Resolutions were 
adopted endorsing an annual ap- 
propriation of 350,000,000 by Con- 
gress. President Koosevelt was 
thanked for the support given the 
movement. Vice President Fair- 
banks, and Speaker Cannon are also 
among the advocates. 

Quincy was most interested in the 
canal from Taunton to Quincy via 
Brockton. It meant much to this 
city which would be at the outlet to 
the canal. The address of S;eaker 
Cannon and J. J. Hill were quoted 
at length The later said the rail- 
roads could not begin to preperly 
transport the product of the great 
northwest, and _ the sovernment 
should give more attention to the 
waterways. Mr. Crane said we 
could not tell how soon the Brock- 
ton canal may be needed. (Applause.) 

The association extended Mr. 
Crane a vote of thanks. 

In reply to Mr. Blackmur, Mr. 
Crane told why the Cape Cod canal 
was not feasible. 

H. F. MelIntire, H. G. Smith and 
others favored a_ consiceration of 
the Brockton canal, and it was voted 
that a committee on waterways be 
appointed.

Severe Snow Storm. 


The storm of Saturday was the 
It was a 


“howler” while it lasted, but terminat- 


ed unexpectedly Saturday evening. It 
began to snow shortly before noon 
and increased in violence all the after- 
roon until at sundown a blizzard was 
in progress. 

At that time fully six inches of snow 
had fallen and the street and steam 
cars were having difficulty making 
time. The street railway had all of 
its plows out, and while it succeeded 
in keeping its lines open schedule 
time was knocked into a crooked hat. 

Cars on several of the lines left the 
rails, adding to the confusion. On 
the West Quincy line a car was off 
the track at Doble’s corner, and on 
the Quincy Point line a car was off 
on Cherry avenue. 

On the Houghs Neck line a car went 
off and the car sent to its relief did 
likewise. All were after awhile got 
back on the iron, but had badly dis- 
arranged the schedule. 

On the Dudley street line there was 
more or less trouble caused by the 
cars being held up somewhere on the 
Boston side. At one time there was 
half a dozen cars for Quincy some- 
where between Neponset and Dudley 
street. This made a shortage of cars, 
so that while the line on the Quincy 
side was open, service was off. 

On the steam car line, things were 
even worse. All out trains were late 
owing to trouble in the terminal yard. 
Quincy people who were in Boston 
had a hard time getting home, and al- 
though many started for home early 


| they were very late in arriving. 


At 7 o'clock it was blowing a gale 
and the snow striking the face’ cut 
like a knife, making it extremely dis- 
agreeable to be cut. Later in the 
evening the snow turned into rain 
making slush of the snow. 

Fortunately, however, the rain did 
not last long otherwise it would have 
been worse than it was. 

Sunday morning it came out clear, 
and before church time the city plows 
opened up the sidewalks, but the walk- 
ing was much better in the street car 
tracks. 

Sunday afternoon about 4 o'clock it 
began to snow again and there was a 
light fall during the evening. On 
Monday there was a little flurry, but 
the sun came out shortly before 9 
and the weather cleared. 


New Battleship Commenced. 


Almost at the exact minute at which 
the order was given for the big fleet 
of United States war vessels to sail 
from Hampton Road for the Pacific, 
the first keel block of the battleship 
North Dakota was placed in position 
at the Pore River Shipbuilding plant 
at Quincy Monday. 

The event was an interesting one as 
it marked the assembling of the mass 
of steel that will eventually become 
the most powerful battleship in the 
navy. 

The event was witnessed by a large 
gathering of the naval officials sta- 
tioned at the works, 211 of whom 
stood on the plate after it was in pos- 
ition. As the plate was hoisted ready 
to be lowered in position it was pho- 
fographed whiles uspended in the air. 

There are twenty plates in all com- 
prising the first keel. Each plate 
measures 24 feet by 4 feet, and weighs 
3000 pounds. 

There are three keels in all each 
about the same size, all securely 


| bolted together. The first plate was in 


position at 10.10 o'clock, and while 
one set of workmen were busy get- 
ting the other plates in position, an- 
other gang was putting up the first 
piece of frame. It was expected that 
the first frame would be in position 
in an hour, and that the keel would 
be laid by night. 

The vessel is about 510 feet long 
and nmiuch of the ste>l work is al- 
ready to be placed in position. In 
fact she about 9 per cent com- 
pleted, and the government has al-

Engineer Rowe, was found cn the 
rocks of one of the Scilly Islands, 
tells a thrilling story of his awful ex- 
perience during the storm which pre- 
ceded the wreck and of his fight for 
life after the vessel turned turtle, says 
the Boston Journal. 

For fifteen hours the captain and 
engineer clung to the rocks. with the 
waves breaking over them, and in! 
constant danger of being washed in- | 
to the boiling sea, and when they | 
were finally taken off by the life savy- 
ers both were so exhausted that 
they lost consciousness and did not 


regain their no:mal condition for 
hours. 
The Thomas W. Lawson, was a 


seven-masted steel schooner, and was | 
built by the Fore River Shipbuilding | 
Co., for a syndicate headed by Capt. ! 
J. ©, Crowley and was launched July 
10, 1902. It had the unique distinc- , 
ticn of being the only seven masted 
schooner in the world. 

Many prominent shipping people 
Were present at the launch. Al- 
though the annual ladies’ day of the 
Quiney Yacht club was held the same 
day there were thousands present. | 
She was christened by Miss Helen 
Watson, who barely had time to 
smash the bottle of wine over her 
bew, she moved so quickly. 

From the tip of her bowsprit to 
her aftermost point the Thomas W. 
Lawson measures nearly 500 feet, her, 
overall length being 403 feet, her 
water line length being 368 feet, | 
her beam 50 feet, and her depth 
34 feet five inches. She draws 26 
and a half feet of water when fully! 
loaded. Inside of this enormous hull, 
which has a displacement of 11,000 
tons, there was room for $8,100 tons 
of cargo. 


Patrick Hughes. 


Patrick Hughes, a well known res- | 
ident of West Quincy, and the pioneer 
in the granite polishing business in 
Quincy, died at his home on Furnace 
avenue Sunday evening after a brief 
illness, 

Mr. Hughes was about enjoying his 
usual health last week but contracted 
a severe cold on Friday. The cold 
rapidly developed into pneumonia. Al- 
though everything that medical aid 
could do was done, he passed away 
Sunday evening. 

Mr. Hughes was 79 years of age 
and came to Quincy in 1867, at the 
age of 47 years. He was the first to 
introduce the polishing of granite in 
Quincy. 

During the early days all polishing 
was done by hand. In 1880, however, 
he built a large polishing mill on

The new plow 
arrived December 12th and during 
the day it was run over all the lines to 
see if it would take curves and switches 
all right. 

The plow is what is known as a shere 
plow and is supplied with the most 
modern equipment. It is about 50 feet 
long, has four trucks, and a_ powerfnl 
motor on each truck. The machinery 
of the car is operated by compressed air 
so that it is easily handled. 

In most of the plows in use it took 
considerable strength to raise and lower 
the plow nose, but on this it is only 
necessary to throw a lever and com- 
pressed air does the rest. 

On the inside of the car are the re- 
sistance cojls, so that the car will be 
warm for the men who operate it. 

The more power used in operating 
the car the more heat the resistance 
coils throw out. There are also numer- 
ous electric lights on all sides of the 
car as well as on the inside. 

On each side there is also a leveler 
which will break down the banks be- 
tween the rails ard the sidewalks. 

It is reported that the plow will read- 
ily go through any snow bank that may 
be encountered.

The “Information” operator is one 
of the most important persons in a 
telephone exchange. Not orly is she 
a compendium of all useful knowl- 
edge and a great convenience to all 
telephone users, but she is indispen- 
sable to quick and efficient service. 

It was a means to quick and effi- 
cient service that “Information” came 
into existence. Just as the telephone 
company found itself obliged by the 
growth of the system to require that 
subscribers should be called by num- 
ber and not by name, so it had to 
find a way of informing the public 
teadily as to the numbers of new 
“stations” added to the lines day by 
day and as to changes in old numbers. 
The company always avoids chang- 
ing numbers if it is possible for it 
to do so. Every change means a 
considerable rearrangement of  cir- 
cuits in the central office plant and 
sometimes in the outside wiring; be- 
sides, it complicates “Central's” work 
just so much until people become 
familiar with the new order of 
things. In certain circumstances 
number changes are unavoidable, 
however. 

For instance, when a man move;

generally has to put his telephone on 
a different line from the one with 
which he was previously connected.

THE LIBERTY BELL. 


The owners of the 
Bell in Philadelphia are 
men, sisters. Three 
James B. McClosky, 
Emerson and Mrs. S. B. Coward, live 
in Philadelphia, while the fourth, 
Mrs. S. W. B. Diehl, lives in Washing- 
ton. The sisters are the heirs of 
John Wilbank the maker of the new 
bell, who was allowed to take the 
old, bell in part payment for his work 

By an order of the Assembly of 
the Province of Pennsylvinia the 
Liberty Bell was cast by an Eng- 
lish founder in 1751. Soon after ar- 
riving in this country the bell broke, 
but was recast from the same metal 
in the same form anil with the 
original inscription, “Proclaim 
Liberty Throughout the Land.” The 
ownership passed from the provin- 
cial authorities to the State of Penn- 
sylivania, but in 1818 the bell was 
purchased by the city of Philadel- 
phia along with the old State House 
and grounds. During the celebra- 
tion of the arrival of Lafayette, in 
1824, the bell was rung with such 
vigor that it was cracked, and a few 
months later it was ordered replaced 
by a new bell cast by John Wilbank. 

Instead of melting down the bell 
for the sake of using the metal, Wil- 
bank determined that it 
preserved. Today it 
one of the greatest 
country ,while the new 
moulded by Wilbank, 
noticed in the 
mantown hall.

Fatal Auto Accident. 


Daniel Delaney, aged about 55 
years, a granite worker who boarded 
at 164 Willard street, West Quincy, 
was struck by an automobile on Gran- 
ite avenue, East Milton, early Christ- 
mas evening, and died early Thursday 
morning at the City Hospital. 

The car was driven by Harry L. 
Rice, who was alone in the car at 
the time, and was returning from 
Ashmont where he had been to take 
some friends home. It was about 
5.30 and the car had just crossed 
the Granite branch railroad and was 
proceeding slowly toward East Mil- 
ton. 

It was quite dark at this hour, and 
Mr. Rice had all the lights on his 
machine burning. Mr. Rice said the 
street was in a very muddy condi- 
tion. He was keeping as far to the 
right side of the street as possible and 
running slowly as he feared his ma- 
chine would slew. 

Suddenly he saw a man ahead of 
him on the left or opposite side of 
the street. The man crossed over to 
the right side, and then back toward 
the left side. He kept dodging back 
and forth and to prevent an accident 
Mr. Rice shut off his power and ran 
his machine toward the fence. 

The car struck the man, however, 
and rolled him in the mud. The car 
stopped almost immediately, and af- 
ter backing up, Mr. Rice helped the 
man into his car and ran full speed 
for the Quincy Hospital. 

The man was somewhat under the 
influence of liquor, and when asked 
what he was trying to do, replied 
that he did not know. 

At the hospital it was found that 
he had received a fracture of the leg 
and shoulder, and was probably in- 
jured internally. He died at 2 A. M. 

No blame is attached to Mr. Rice, 
for it was one of those peculiar ac- 
cidents that could not be avoided.
